SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Health Occupations
12—-403.

(b) Except as otherwise provided in this section, a pharmacy for which a
pharmacy permit has been issued under this title:

(19) May not allow an unauthorized individual to represent that the
individual is a pharmacist or registered pharmacy technician; [and]

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(20) Shall provide information regarding the process for resolving
incorrectly filled prescriptions in accordance with existing regulations by:

(1) Posting a sign that is conspicuously positioned and readable
by consumers at the point where prescription drugs are dispensed to consumers; or

(i1)  Including written information regarding the process with
each prescription dispensed; AND

(21) SHALL TAKE BACK AND DISPOSE OF UNUSED PRESCRIPTION
AND NONPRESCRIPTION DRUGS IN ACCORDANCE WITH GUIDELINES
ESTABLISHED BY THE UNITED STATES FOOD AND DRUG ADMINISTRATION.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2011.
